SANERANCISCO 一 A report re- 
leased Aug. 27 by the State Bar of 
Californias Committee of Bar 
Examiners Says an applicants 
chances of passing the bar exam 
are in large part dependent on the 
individuals law school grade 
point average and score on the 
Law School Admission Test 一 
regardless of the applicants's race 
or ethnic background.

-The report confirms the major 
finding of an earlier, similar study 
一 that a much lower percentage 
of minorities than non-minorities 
taking the bar pass 让 ，But the 
reports author，Stephen P，Klein 
of the Rand Corporation，con- 
cludes ， that -the ， significantly、 
higher-than-average failure rate 
among minority group members 
taking the bar exam is not the 
result of a test that is inherently 
more difficult for nonwhites to
